U: S. SUGAR CORPORATION 
CLOSES 1947-48 SEASON 


CLEWISTON—Florida’s 1947-48 
sugar cane harvest ended last week 
when the United States Sugar 
Corporation's huge Clewiston plant 
processed the 42,473rd car of suga” 
cane. Except for the usual clean 
up and repairs the plant will be 
closed until the next harvest which 
will begin about the middle of 
October. 

Statistics on the crop, which 
started November 12, 1947,. were

§T. AUGUSTINE — Florida’s 
National Guard has put out an ur- 
gent call to/all of its 73 units to 
step up a recruiting drive im- 
mediately in an effort to keep pace 
with the nation’s security time 
table. 

At the same time, state head- 
quarters reported that it had been 
informed by Major General Sumter 
L. Lowry upon returning from 
Washington that “it is almost cer- 
tain that a Selective Service law 
will be passed immediately. Gen- 
eral Lowry is commander of the 
Guard’s 51st Infantry Division.” 

Florida has been one of the 
leading states in obtaining enlist- 
ment in the National Guard; but 
in April and since the draft and 
Universal Training has been in un- 
certain stages, enlistments have 
slowed down to a “trickle.” At the 
same time, the Guard has been los- 
ing men to the regular services. 

It is expected the trend .may 
change now because the bill now 
pending states that individuals be- 
tween 18 and 20 years of age, who
